So many diverse reports have 
been given to the world regarding 
the flow of natural gas on the 


Athabasca River that the following | 


from the report of ‘Thomas Denis, 
which has just been issued at 
Ottawa is of great interest. Mr. 
Dennis was commissioned by the 
Geological Survey to make a report 
in regard to the gas and oil re- 
sources of the west. 

‘A few years avo the Geological Sur- 
vey put down a bore hole on the Atha- 
baska river, at Pelican portage, some 125 
miles from Athabaska Landing. © At 800 
feet the drill struck a strong flow of 


natural gas, and drilling operations were | 
The flow continued and the | 


abandoned. 
well has been burning since, 
reports on the part of | travellers 
traders, that the flame attained preat 
heights and that a large supply of navural 
fuel was yoing to waste, Mr Denis was 
instructed to make a thorough examina- 
tion of the well, and to report on the 
advisability of taking steps towards e¢x- 
tinguishing it and plugging it at the seat 
of the casing. 

“On examination it was tound that the 
reports had been greatly exagyerated, 
The yasescapes outof the ground through 
a four-ineh pipe, and the Mame, by actual 
measurements, taken on the second of 
August, in calm weather, did not excced 
a height of fifteen feet. According tothe 
storekeeper for Messrs Revillon Brothers 
at the Portage the well has repeatedly 
been extinguished and relighted by 
Indians and bushmen, showing that. this 
operation does not present much difli- 
culty. 

“Prom all appearance the casing is in 


Owing to 


bad condition. It is improbable that any- 


thing would be gained by stopping the 
flow of gas. The well is comparatively 
shallow, and if the previous reports as to 
volume of flame had any foundation, 
then the well is decreasing at ao rapid 


rate, either owing to the exhaustion of | 


the gas pocket, or the partial filling up 
of the hore hole, by the caving of the 
sides, 

“The effect of this escape of gas on an 
underground supply would, moreover, 
be insignificant as compared with the 
escape from ‘natural pas springs,’ which 
occur at several places lower down the 
Athabasca River, and which certainly 
have the same origin, and come to the 
surface through fissures in the rock. Of 
these, Mr. McConnell in his report on 
the district says, that ‘Some of the jets 
burn steadily when lighted, until extin- 


guished by heavy rains or strong wind, 


and afford sufficient heat to cook a camp 
meal.’ When it is realized that this has 
been going on for geological ages, within 
a few miles of the Pelican Rapids well, 
the quantity of gas which has come out 
of this bore hole is entirely insignificant, 

“During the course of the summer, two 
drilling rigs were shipped down the 
Athabaska to bore for oil in’ the vicinity 
of Fort MeMurray. ‘The results of their 
operations will be awaited with great 
Interest."

At the aunual meeting of the A. 
R.& J. Co. in London, Hugland, 
Col. Wodehouse was re-elected a 
director by special resolution, and 
by a second resolution the follow- 
ing directors were re-elected: If.

Clouston; J. Galt Burdett-Coutts, 
M.P.; J. H. Dodgson, W.M. Ram- 
say, and I. Waterhouse. = ‘The 
resolution as to these latter directors 
was seconded by C. Lock, who in 
the course of his remarks said: ‘' I 
have been connected with this com- 
pany from its very inception, and I 
know what a dark and dreary time 
it passed through for the share- 
holders and all who were interested 
in it in its early history. I know 
also that the present position is due 
entirely to the initiative of those 
directors who were on the Board 
then. We have had some new 
ones appointed since, but our pres- 
ent position is due to the foresight 
and acumen of these directors. 
Our property consists of a colliery 
and a large track of prairie, which 
was practically unremarkable, and 
with which nothing could be done. 
Those gentlemen conceived the 
idea of tapping’ the waters of the 
adjacent rivers: and irrigating the 
property, with the result that land 
which was unsaleable at any price 
has been converted into property 
selling at $18, and now at $20.) On 
the prairie the back-land has been 
rendered somewhat more accessible 
and valuable for agriculturists and 
pastoralists. ‘hese results are duc 
in my opinion entirely to the con- 
scheme 
and the credit for that scheme rests 
on the shoulders of Mr. Galt and 
the gentlemen who sit here.’ 

‘The remuneration of the directors 
for the year ended June 80th, 1906, 
was fixed at £2,000 and a similar

Looking Backwards. 


An Alberta Historical Society is 
in process of formation, a number 
of Edmonton citizens having taken 
the initiative at an informal confer- 
ence on Monday night. A general 
meeting will be held the week after 
next to complete organization. 
The new body will have a wide and 
a fascinating field of labor before it 
and should be of great value. The 
province is not yet two years old 
and it is only within very recent 
times that it has attracted the atten- 
tion of the world, but its historical 
records go back several centuries. 
As the attorney-general in his 
speech in the Legislature on the 
capital qttestion pointed out, Ed- 
modhton was a political centre before 
Toronto was. It was the seat of 
the government of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company for a vast stretch of 
territory before Governor Simcoe 
picked upon Muddy York as the 
capital of Upper Canada. But a 
full century before the time of 
which Mr. Cross spoke of, when 
Edmonton sprang into existence, 
Fort Chippewyan, 450 miles north 
of the present city and still re- 
moved from it by a long and toil- 
some journey of some weeks’ dur- 
ation, was a place of importance. 
Here, as Mr. John A. McDougall 
and Mr. H. RB. Round pointed out 
on Monday night, are now to be 
found the most complete Hudson’s 
Bay records in this part of the 
Dominion. When the Battle of 
Waterloo was being fought, that 
company’s employees were carrying 
on its business in the most remote 
corners of the continent. A year 
after that epoch-making engage- 
ment, Sir Alexander Mackenzie, at 
a Fort up near the Arctic, read the 
account of it inan English print of 
the day. 

No historian of any race or of any 
time has ever 
world volumes of more compelling 


interest than those to the product- | 


tion of which Francis Parkinan gave 
his life. But he did not come any- 
way near exhausting the field, 
and in so far as Western Canada 
is concerned it has hardly yet been 
touched. We have a history of 
which we may all be proud and _ it 
is the duty of all good citizens, 
particularly of those, who have the 
talent for historical investigation,to 
aid in the work of research. ‘The 
\late Sir James Hdgar, Speaker of 
the House of Commons, wrote some 
stirring stanzas some years ayo one 
of which ran: 
Though boasting no baronial halls 
Nor ivy-tnantled towers 
What past can tnatch thy glorious youth 
Fair Canada of ours. 

Anything which tends to develop 
a national sentiment should be en- 
couraged and there is nothing like 
the work which this new orgatiza- 
tion proposes to enter upon so 
effective in giving tus a sense of 
unity as a people. 

“By adorning ten thousand deeds 
of men long gone'’’ wrote Plato 
several thousand years ago ‘‘history 
educates the men that are to be.’’

In this connection, it should be 
mentioned that for some years Al- 
berta has had a most ardent histor- 
ical student, Dr. George of Innis- 
fail, who for his own satisfaction 
has systematically collected an ex- 
tensive museum at his home in that 
town. The Saturday News learns 
that he is willing to dispose of what 
is said to be an excellent collection 
to the Provincial government. The 
opportunity should not be lightly 
passed over. If this collection 
should become provincial property, 
it would prove the nucleus of a very 
valuable public asset. 

Now that parliament buildings 
are to be placed near old Fort Ed- 
monton, and the ground about is to 
be laid out as a park, would it not 
be a good idea to preserve at least 
part of the old building, in itself a 
most interesting historic relic, and 
use it as a provincial museum ? 
Several gentlemen, who have ex- 
amined it to determine its suitabil- 
ity for this purpose, have expressed 
a favorable opinion. If placed in 
the hands of a competent curator it 
could be made a source of no small 
attraction and educational usefulness 
The suggestion is one which the 
Cabinet ought to consider very 
carefully before putting aside. ‘The 
eminently practical man may say 
that there are too many pressing 
material needs to meet with the 
provincial funds to squander them 
on the whims of dreamers. But 
we do not think that this represents 
the dominant sentiment of the citi- 
zens of Alberta. We believe that 
they are intensely interested in the 
subject of this great country’s past 
and recognize that no people can 
have a really great future, who are 
interested only in that future.

The storaye charges in the ‘Terminal 
Elevators are 3f cents, per bushel for the 
first fifteen days and 4 cents. for every 
additional thirty days or fraction thereof, 
The rule of the trade is that the shipper 
is allowed ten days free storage, that is to 
say, if he sells his product within ten days 
of its entry into storage, the buyer pays 
the storage, after that time the storage is 
paid by the shipper. The additional 
charges are forty cents. and twenty five 
cents, respectively per car for grading and 
weighing. When advances are made by

interest the children in) agriculture | 


it would result in much good to 
the province. One of the first 
things to impress upon them is 
that farming is respectable and that 
the only time a stigma can be at- 
tached to it is when it is indiffer- 
ently or carelessly done. ‘The boy 
who hesitates to admit that he is a 
farmer's son will not be likely to 
follow in his father’s footsteps. If 
he can be taught to take an inter- 
est in some phase of scientific farm- 
ing or stock raising and feel that 
he has learned something of which 
his city cousin is ignorant, he at 
once loses that feeling of diffidence 
which country children often mani- 
fest when they meet those of city 
breeding. 

Childhood is the period of per- 
ception, and as Alberta can become 
great only through the develop- 
ment of her agricultural resources, 
no system of education can serve 
the best interests of the province 
which does not direct these per- 
ceptive powers toward what must 
always be our premier industry. 
The old farmer who — despised 
“book Jarnin’’ has been 
of many a joke, but time has prov- 
en that he erred no more than 
those who worshipped it. ‘This 
constant application to books is 
likely to have one of two effects 
upon children, both of which are to 
he avoided. Some it will cause to 
despise books, others it will blind 
io the world of nature about them. 


The ability to learn from books | 


the thoughts and experiences of 
others is to be desired, but it 
should not be purchased at the 
ost of a desire to read the story 
that nature teaches. While the 
iepartiment of education is revising 
ur school ordinance it can do

A most satisfactory conference 
was held by representatives of the 
farmers of the Idmonton district 
with a committee of the Board of 
‘Trade consisting of ‘IT. Daly, Col. 
Kdwards and J. B. Walker regard- 
ing the larger consumption of local 
flour. Mr. Nairn of the Alberta 
Milling Company in explaining 
why more local flour was not used 
stated in 1908 frost had injured the 
wheat and the millers had sold 
poor flour at a high price. ‘This 
had damaged its reputation and the 
effect was still felt. Only about 
one-third of the present output was 
was used locally, and wheat was 
bought on an export basis. — If 
there were a larger local consump- 
tion, an improvement in the price 
might result. Mr. Warner, the 
former president of the Alberta 
Farmers Association, exhibited to 
the committee a loaf of bread, baked 
from flour manufactured in Mdmon- 
ton.

flour was shipped in, Joseph 
Whitelaw testified to the prejudice 
iwainst local flour, even though he 
vuaranteed every bag of it. He 
suggested that millers should have 
tests made and issue printed slips, 
showing how their flour could be 
used to the best advantage, as he 
was sure that it needed special 
'reatment. Mr. Stevens, secretary 
of the A. It. A., declared that much 
could be done by improving the 
‘lass of seed used, by correcting 
natural defects in the soil and by 
cmploying the proper harvesting

cussion Mr, Fisher moved ‘‘that in 
the opinion of this meeting it is 
desirable that steps should be taken 
for the purpose of promoting a 
larger consumption of local flour by 
local customers with a view to im- 
proving the market for the higher 
grades of wheat.’’
